1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1 , drawn to an isolated protein, kallikrein, classified in class 530, 
subclass 324. 

II. Claim 11, drawn to an antibody, classified in class 530, subclass 387.9. 

III. Claim 12, drawn to an agonist, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

IV. Claims 13-16, drawn to an antagonist and method of treatment, classified in 
class 514, subclass 2. 

V. Claim 17, drawn to a method of detecting polynucleotides, classified in class 435, 
subclass 6. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. The products of Groups I-IV are each drawn to entirely different molecules having 
completely different chemical structures, biological functions and uses. The protein of Group I 
does not function as an antibody to bind to itself in an immunoassay or as an agonist or antagonist 
of itself. The antibodies may bind protein but do not share the biological functions or structure of 
the protein and do not necessarily agonize or antagonize protein function. 

4. The methods of Group IV and V are completely different having completely different 
method steps, using completely different method compositions and having completely different 
outcomes. The method of Group IV does not detect nucleic acids and the method of Group V 
does not result in the treatment of cancer.
